LONDON, Tuésdey, Jan: .18.—The 
requisition of steamérs for Government 
account is keenly discussed in the morn- 
ing newspapers today. It is stated that 
many brokers aré of-the opinion that the 
Government intends gradually to requi- 
sition, the whole of the British mercan- 
tile marine, but The Times asserts there 
is no ground for this belief.

URGES CONTINENTAL ARMY 


Says Supporters of Real Pre- 
paredness Are Divided at | 
‘a Critical Time. 


WOOD . SOUNDS WARNING 


Declares We May Be Called. on to 
Regret Our Volunteer Sys- 
tem, But Too Late. 


Secretary of War Lindley M. Garrison 
and Major General Leonard Wood, Com- 
mander in Chief of the Department of 
the East of the United States Army, 
uttered strong Genunciations of the 
State militia system of national defense 
last night before nearly a thousand New 
York bankers at theif dinner. at the 
Hotel Astor. 

The Secretary’s speech was a vigorous 


one, in which he declared that now was} 


the time to settle the policy which the 
country 1s to follow in national prepar- 
edness, and condemned what he termed 
the “‘sham” solutions of the problem. 
General Wood was even more emphatic 
than the Secretary of War, and it was 


he (Wood) who aroused the bankers to 
such an extent that they rose from their 
seats and cheered him when he had con- 
cluded. After that the band struck up 
“For He's a Jolly Good Fellow,” and 
the diners sang  lustily: 

General Wood told the bankers thet 
they represented one of the very power- 
ful organizations in the country today, 
and that to be efficient for war a nation 
must be organized in advance, must be 
able to fall back instantly ‘upon per- 
fected economic and industrial organiza- 
tion in the moment.of an emergency. He 
uttered a warning, too, which seemed to 
impress his hearers. 


Will Regret Volunteer Syntem. 


“If you retain the volunteer system 
and meet a country well organized for 
war,” he said, and paused, “ you'll re- 
Bret it; but fou’ll regret, it too late.” 

The persons who listened to and ap- 
plauded the speeches for preparedness 
were some of the most prominent men 
in the financial world. 

Charles Elliot: Warren, who both deé- 
livered an optimistic address and acted 
as toastmaster, said that no one could 
survey the world crisis through which 
we are passing without being convinced 
that the’ United States, with the co- 
operation of her great tinanciers, was 
playing her part fully. He referred 
to the Anglo-French war loan as ‘‘ the 
largest accommodation ever given bor- 
rowers of one country by lenders of 
another.” He said that a closer financial 
co-oopetation between all nations would 
be one of the results of the war, how- 
ever it terminated. 

That values should have risen so 
much in this country notwithstanding 
the influence of the. war was considered 
phenomenal, Mr. Warren said, and the 
liquidation of $1,500,000,000 of American 
securities. held abroad, ‘‘ with an equa- 
nimity rivaling its magnitude,” he de- 
scribed as a triumph for the. men of 
the New York Stock Exchange and the 
banking hots yf generally. 

Secretary of War Lindley M. Garrison 


said that he wanted v0 speak of national 
detense. 

**I want to tell: you the facts; so ‘that 
you may act erweie pian d in the lignt 
of knowledge,” the Secretary said. “I 
want all tnuse. who are honestly in 
favor of real measures of national de- 
fense to know that, unless they display 
at least one-half as much interest in 
securing something real as the oppo- 
nents of national defense are displaying 
to secure a ‘sham, a bitter’ disappoint- 
ment awaits them with respect to the 
results to be achieved.

CITY GIVES $6,000, 000 


INLAND TO RAILROAD 


Controller's. Estimate on Ex- 
change of Realty with 
New York Central. 


ROAD TO SPEND $50,000,000 


Will Net Encroach on Riverside 
“Park Permanently and on 50 
Feet/ Only for a Time. 


The excess of the value of land which 


the city is to give to the New York Cen- 
tral over the value of the land which it 
is to receive from the New York Cen- 
tral as a result of the proposed west side 
imprévement is likely to be about $5,000, - 
000 or $6,000,000. Controller Prendergast 
said last night that the exact amount 
had not yet been determined, as it de- 
pended. on the mapping out of the new 
plan. and. the precise. measurement of 
the land to be, exchanged and its valua- 
tion. 

The New York Central, it was said 
yesterday, is getting practically a new 
right of way. It is giving up its pres- 
ent.tracks along the bank of the North 
River below Riverside: Park and is tak- 
ing in exchange another right of way 
under the park itself. Then it is aban- 
doning its easement along Bleventh Ave- 
nue and is getting an elevated railroad 
down Twelfth Avenue and the Marginal 
Way. The right to use the ends of cer- 
tain streets, which kas for long been in 
dispute, is now to be cleared up, and the 
deal is a complicated one. 

In the ‘most recent negotiations be- 
tween the city and the railroad com- 
pany, which took three weeks, the line 
of the new right of way under River- 
side Park, was changed, so as to throw 
it further to the west, and consequently 
tnere has not yet been time to tabulate 
and. value the property which each 
party is to give to the other. The’Con- 
trolier said last night it would be 
two or three weeks bvelore this job is 
tinished, and the maps of the iniprove- 
ment are ready for examination by tax- 
payers and other persons concerned, 

It seems lixely tnat when tne pvargain 
is finally worked out there wilt be-on 
the one hand a contribution on the 
part of thec ompany -of $0,000,000 in 
the form of construction work per- 
formed, and on the other a contribution 
ot real estate of the value of from 
$5,000,000 to $6,000,000 on the part of 
the city. The real estate the city wil 
deed to the New York Central will, it 
is understood, be about $2,000,000 less 
in value tnan that included in the sug- 
gésted settlement of 1913. 

inquiries were made yesterday at the 
olltice ot the New x10rK Central as to 
the amount of park land at seventy- 
second Street and Riverside Wrive 
which wouid be taken by the railroad 
in connection with iis new tracks. At 
present tne company has a freight yard 
trom pixtieth to Seventy-second. street, 
to which the access 18 Dy six tracks.

Yhese tracks will begin to spread out 
from the four main ine tracks of the 
New York Central at L..ghtq-third Street 
and will resemble the staves or a fan as 
they come down toward Seventy-second 
Street. lt was.said by..one of the New 
York .

GOING WAS ‘REPREHENSIBLE’ | 


Sharp Condemnation Voiced When 
Phelan Urged Exhibit at Pan- 
ama Fair:to Please Them.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17. — Senator 
James D. Phelan, Democrat, of. Califor- 
nia, who in 1913 served as Special Com- 
missioner on President Wilson's ap- 
pointment to urge foreign Governments ; 
to participate in the Panama-Pacific Ex- | 
position, told today how .a “ high Ger- | 
man official,” when urged_to use his | 
influence to procure Germany’sS ac-! 
ceptance of the invitation as a compli- | 
ment to the large vwerman-American : 
population, spoke scornfully of the Ger- | 
man-Americans as persons who had; 
expatriated themselves from the coun- | 
try of their birth and education and no 
longer deserved consideration from their , 
native land. j 

In concluding his account of his mis- 
sion, Mr. Phelan said that the lesson 
was that naturalized Americans need 
not concern themselves particularly 
about their countries of origin. Those 
eountries, said Mr. Phelan, . did not 
concern themselves about them and 
were generally antagonistic to the 
United States. 

Mr. Phelan seemed to intend. his .re- 
marks to apply_to both Germany and 
England, for he told how both countries 
refused to participate in the exposition 
as an indirect protest against the pro- 
vision of the Panama Canal act, exempt- 
ing American coasting ships from tolls. 
This provision has since been repealed 
on President Wilson’s recommendation: 

Mr. Phelan’s account of his talk with 
the high German official bears directly 
on @ great deal of comment arising re- 
cently from the strained relations be- 
tween the United States and Germany. | 
Germans in this country, or naturalized ' 
Americans of German birth, have said 
repeatedly that the demands of the Uni- 
ted States on Germany were impossible 
of fulfillment. When they were com- 
plied with, however, they said that. Ger- 
many had yielded, not because she was 
afraid of offending the United States, but 
from sympathy for the embarrassing po- 
sition in which a break between the coun- 
tries.would place German-Americans. 

In response to a request for an account 
of his experiences in Berlin, Mr. Phelan 
dictated this statement: 

*“*In the Summer of 1913 I was ap- 
pointed. by the State Department, at the 
instance of the President, as a Commis- 
sioner to ‘support the invitation of the 
President of the United States to foreign 
countries to participate in the Panama- 
Pacific International Exposition. 

“I visited Germany in- July and Au- 
gust. Shortly before my arrival Ger- 
Many and England practically at the 
same time officially refused! to accept 
the invitation of the President to par- 
ticipate in the exposition. 

“In conference with a high German 
official, I asked for a reconsideration 
of the action taken, and among the rea- 
sons put: forth was that the participa- 
tion of Germany. would be especially 
pleasing to the large number of Ger- 
Man-American citizens, who composed 
an important part of our American pop- 
ulation. 

“I was very much surprised at the 
indignation which» my remark aroused. 
The high official said that the German 
Government had no interest in what the 
German-Americans of the United States 
thought or felt; that they had expatri- 
ated themselves; ‘that they had left their 
country, having in many Instances first 
acquired their education and assumed 
the obligations of military service, and 
that’ their conduct .was, in his mind, 
reprehensible. : 

“The impatience he showed at. the 
mention of Getman-American. citizens 


surprised me because of my own high

'Says Conscription of lrishmen 


Would Be Ruinous to His 
Recruiting Efforts. 


LONDON, Jan. 17.—The proceedings 
in committee in the House of Commons 
today resulted in no modification of the 
Military Service bill. The Government 
strongly resisted an attempt to include 
married men in. the scope of the bill. 

The most important amendment 
sought to include Ireland. This also was 
negatived without division after a not 
very exciting debate, in which John Red- 

mond, leader of the Irish Nationalists, 
eloquently appealed to the House not 
to endanger Ireland's loyalty, displayed 
by her recruiting campaign, by an at- 
tempt to employ . force. 

The only amendment accepted was one 
providing that men married: before Nov. 
2—the day Bremier Asquith gave his 
pledge—should be regarded undér the 
bill as married men. An amendment 
that the bill should not apply to single 
men above the age of thirty years was 
defeated. 

Premier Asquith was again in com- 
munication with the Labor Party to+ 
night, with a view to arriving. at an 
agreement upon . amendments — which 
would be acceptable both to the Govern- 
ment and the Laberites, ‘providing safe- 
guards against the bill’s being utilized 
for industrial compulsion. }

REFUGEES DUE AT EL PASO. 


Part of Santa Yeabel Outlaw Band 
Caught, It Is Reported. 


EL PASO, Texas, Jan. 17.—Approxi- 
mately 100 out of the 1,900 Americans 
and other foreigners who remained in 
Chihuahua State after the magsacre at 
Santa Ysabel a week ago today were ex- 
pected to arrive here late tonight.

Letters ‘of Join Vye Martin to 
Mrs . Cora Clarke: Read in 
Breach of Promise Suit. 


SECOND TRIAL OF THE CASE

Plaintiff Tearful When She Hears 
Epistles—Called Herself Widow, 
Though. Only Divorced. | 


Mrs. Cora .M: Clarke, whois suing 
John Leon Mertin;- a. stock broker, for 
$50,000 for breach of promise to marry, 
occupied the witness chair all day yes- 
terday. before Justice Lehman of the 
Supreme Court and a jury. Sh¢ did little 
but identify a multitude of letters writ- 
ten to her by the defendant from various 
points in this country, Canada, and Eu- 
rope, and told: little about her life 
before she met the man she is suing. 
The first trial of e suit was :in the 
Fall of 1913, and was of short duration, 
because Martin, while testifying, admit- 
ted having oer to marry the plaint- 
iff. Se Justice Page ruled that, as the 
counsel for Mr. Martin had answered 
the suit by a general denial, the de- 
fendant had overthrown his own case. 
Thereupon the jury brought in a verdict 
for the plaintiff? for $25,000. The Ap- 
pellate Division sent the case back to 
be tried over again. 

Mrs. Clarke is a slight woman, with 
light brown hair and. somewhat pale. 
She was composed, although her eyes 
grew moist when*her lawyer read some 
of the ardent letters written to her by 
the defendant. Under cross-examination 
by Terence McManus, she said she was 
born in Ravensood, Iil., on April 23, 
1874; that she came to Brooklyn when 
she was 16 years old,*and a year later 
she married—Harold Baldwin, who was 
in the paper business. She divorced Mr. 
Baldwin in Chieago in October, 1895. 
Asked if she did not describe herself as 
a widow at the former trial, she replied: 

‘“* Yes, because I consider that, being 
divorced, I am a wjdow.’’ 

After her divorce Mrs. Clarke returned 
to Brooklyn and worked for a time in a 
Jewelry store on Fulton Street. There 
she met a Mrs. Merritt, who lived on 
Washington Avenue, and lived with her 
as companion and housekeeper for eight- 
een months, when Mrs. Merritt died. 
She had not been mentioned in Mrs. 
Meritt’s will, but for some time after 
her employment ceased she received her 
wage of $50 a week. Mr. McManus laid 
considerable stress on these payments 
and urged Mrs. Clarke to tell just how 
she came to get this money. She re- 
plied that a Mr. Lagrove, a relative of 
Mrs. Merritt’s, had continued paying 
her. Sometimes the money came to her 
at reguiar intervals and occasionally, 
when the weekly payments lapsed, she 
got the money in a lump. On a few 
ocasions she received as much as $300 
at a time. The payments were always 
in cash. 

All of the letters read and put in the 
record were of a strikingly similar type. 
They began in 1903, when the defendant 
and plaintiff first met, and continued 
up to a few days before the marriage 
of the defendant, in March, 1912, te 
Miss Maude C. Eddy, a graduate of the 
American Academy of Dramatic Arts 
and Empire Theatre School. 

The letters were of the most ardent 
character and spoke of love, passion and 
longing. In one letter the defendant 
wrote ‘*I hope you have given up your 
foolishment and turn to:me for good and 
all like a good woman should.’’ Again 
he wrote, *‘ A man don’t care to marry 
a woman and have other men say dis- 
agreeable things about his wife.’’ In 
one letter he commented. ‘‘ When a 
loves a woman: he is helpless: and 
her mercy. In all of the epistles he 
breathed great love for the defendant, 
he sent her trillions of kisses, making 
crosses on the page where she could get 
them, and he called her many pet names, 
some of them of the same sort as a 
at eng mother uses when cuddling her 


SP dationed about some of the letters 
as the reading went on, Mrs. Clarke 
said that Mr. Martin called on her in 
her home in West Ninety-third Street 
when he came back from a trip abroad 
in 1907 and told her that they would get 
married as soon as he had bathed. Then 
he visited his’ mother, and when he 
came back he said the wedding would 
have to be postponed because his father 
was ill, During the testimony it came 
out that at the defendant's suggestion 
Mrs. Clarke leased an apartment at 536 
West liith Street, and that she was 
still living there when she learned of 
the defendant's marriage. A friend told 
her of it and she called him up at his 
hotel. A woman answered and then 
the defendant came to the telephone 
and after a few words rung off. 

Witness said that afterwards the de- 
fendant told her he must have been out 
of his mind when he was married, and 
promised to put $50,000 to her credit 
with the Farmers’ Loan and Trust 
Company. Mrs. Clarke, with a little 
sob, said: 

“He told me I looked very badly and 
that I must have suffered a gyeat deal.” 

In several of the apartments where 
Mrs. Clarke lived she used the name 
of her divorced husband, being known 
as Mrs. Baldwin. .The trial will be con- 
tinued today., It came to an abrupt 
end because Juror No. 9 thought a 
five-minute recess was an adjournment 
and went home.

CRITICISE AMERICAN GOODS. 


British Complain That Shipments 
Are Not Up to Representations. 


Criticism of the quality of machinery 
and other material being forwarded by 
Americans to England is expressed in 
letters received here, The great demand 
for machine tools 6f all kinds has en- 
couraged a trade in American second- 
hand’and old model. lathes. “‘millers,’’ 
and other appliances used in the manu- 
facture of munitions of war not only 
by the British Government, but by pri- 
vate contractors. The machines have 
been sold on description, and when they 
have been réceived in Great Britain the 
purchasers! have complained that they 
are not up to the representations made. 
That thease criticisms havé some basis 
is shown, by the recent action of the 
Merchants Association of New York.

ABOUT MOTOR CYCLE 


Himself to See That It Was 
Paid For, Merchant Testifies. 


BIG POINT AGAINST STATE 


It Had Contended That Accused | 
Widow Bought Machine for Ne- 
groes—Healls to Testify Today.

PROVIDENCE, R. 1, Jan, 17,—The 
prosecution in the trial of Mrs. Elizabeth | 
F. Mohr and the two negroes whom she | 
is accused of hiring to murder her hus- | 
band, Dr. C. Franklin Mohr, turned its 
guns today upon the negroes, Cecil Vic- 
tor Brown and Henry H. Speliman. It 
is the State’s plan to establish the fact 
that Brown and Speltman actually fired 
the buliets which killed Dr. MohF and 
seriously wounded Miss Emily G. Bur- 
ger, and then to convince the! jury that 
Mrs. Mohr prompted the negroes to 





them for it. 

Assistant Attorney . Genefal Abbott 
Phillips examined the eleven witnesses, 
and William H. Lewis, the negro law- 
yer, of counsel for Brown and Spellman, 
put each witness through a searching 
cross-examination, “In defending - his 
clients he also was defending Mrs. Mohr, 
for the prosecution’s charge ‘against her 
is based on the assumption of the guilt 
of thé negroes, and, should Mr. Lewis 
establish . their innocence, the case 
against Mrs. Mohr would collapse.

45,000 CATHOLIC CONVERTS. 


League Insists This Is Yearly Aver- 
age in ‘the United States. 


The Roman Catholic Church’s asser- 
tion that between 35,000 and 45,000 per- 
sons yearly are converted to its teach- 
ings in the United States was vigorously 
upheld and denials by certain Protestant 
ministers were repudiated at a meeting 
of the Catholic Converts’ League of New 
York at the Plaza Hotel yesterday even- 
ing.

New York Club Buys Crack 
Players for Sum Said to — 
be About $65,000. 


SINCLAIR MAKES THE DEAL 


President Hempstead Wants An- 
other Player, Probably a Third 
Baseman, to Strengthen Team. 


The Giants stole a march on all the 
clubs: in organized ball yesterday and 
plucked three of the brightest stars from 
the defunct Federal League's collection 
of players. Benny Kauff, the indepen- 
dent league’s best batsman; Bill Rariden, 
their best catcher, and big Fred Ander- 
son, one of their best pitchers, were pur- 
chased from Harry F. Sinclair by the 
New York Club at a price said to. be 
about $65,000. ‘ , 

Manager McGraw believes that the ac- 
quisition of these three -players will do 
much to strengthen the weak spots in 
his club. It gives the Giants a promising 
outlook for next season. The club has 
not concluded its search for new players,

and President Harry H. Hempstead stat-

Negotiations for the Federal League

| keen. Manager McGraw stated yester- 
day that the attitude of Mr. Sinclair 
throughout the negotiations has been 
commendable. He said the: Federal 
League owner had given the Giants the 
pick of his talent, and all details of the 


the start. 

The New York Club assumed the con- 
tracts which the players had signed with 
the Federal League clubs. Kauff’s con- 
tract has two years to run, and it is 
stated that it calls for a salary of $8,000 
a year. The Giants also have a contract 
for three years with Kauff, which he 
signed last Summer when he jumped to 
the Giants. This contract caused a big 
fiasco in baseball at the time, and re- 
sulted in Kauff bringing suit against 
the New York Club for $5,000, the amount 
of the bonus which he claimed was prom- 
ised him for signing. 

President Hempstead stated yesterday 
that the club would soon have a confer- 
ence with Kauff, and the suit and other 
details of the transfer of the player 
would be settled satisfactorily to all 
parties concerned. The contracts of 
Rariden and Anderson are for two years. 

Kauff will play centre field for the 

Giants, and if he lives up to his Fed- 
eral League reputation he will make a 
valuable addition to the club. Kauff 
has been the star of the Federal League 
for the last two years. In 1914, when 
he was with the pennant-winning Indian- 
apolis Club, he finished the season with 
a batting average of .366 and had 75 
stolen bases to his/credit. Last year, 
with the Brooklyn Federal League Club, 
he led the league with a batting aver- 
age of .344, and stole 54 bases. 
Behind the bat Bill Rariden should 
strengthen the Giants where they were 
noticeably weak last season. Rariden 
was the best of the Federal League 
catchers last season with the Newark 
Club. He played in 142 games and had 
a batting average of .278 and a fielding 
average of .978. His total of put-outs 
was the largest inthe league. He had 
711 to his credit. 

Rariden started his professional base- 
ball career in Canton, Ohio, and was 
signed by the Boston Braves in 1912. 
He played a few seasons in Boston, and 
became very popular with the Boston 
fans. In 1914 he jumped to the Indian- 
apolis club of the Federal League, and 
last year was transferred with the club 
to Newark. 

Manager McGraw looks upon Anderson 
as the prize of the three players.. He is 
badly in need of experienced pitchers, 
and regards the former Buffalo player as 
a valuable acquisition. Anderson is a 
dentist, and a graduate of North Caro- 
lina Agricultural and’ Mechanical. Col- 
lege, where he coathed the baseball team 
for the last few seasons. 

Last season Anderson pitched in thir- 
ty-six games. He won nineteen and lost 
thirteen. In 120 innings he allowed 195 
base hits and struck out 144 batsmen. 
Benny Kauff says that he was the hard- 
est pitcher to hit in the Federal League. 
Anderson joined the Boston Red Sox in 
1911, but did not play in 1912 , because 
the Boston team wanted to farm him out 
to Wichita, Kan. He rejoined the Red 
Sox in 1913, but jumped to the Buffalo 
Federal League club. 

Manager McGraw will remain in the 
city for a few days until the details of 
the purchases have been completed, and 
then he will probably take a vacation 
in Cuba. The New York manager has 
not yet recovered from the severe attack 
of the grip from which he has been suf- 
fering for a month, 


The New York Club is in favor of 
having the rule limiting the number of 
players for each club to twenty-one re- 
scinded. President Hempstead stated 
yesterday that he was in favor of ex- 
tending the limit te .twenty-three or 
twenty-four players, and that the senti- 
ment among the club owners of the Na- 
tional League seemed to favor it.

FOURTEEN MEN N 
RICE CHESS TOURNEY 


| Four of the Seven Matches ne 
Adjourned at Brook- 
lyn Club. 


Fourteen players from ‘various parts 
of the world started play in the Rite 
memorial. chess masters’ tournament 
yesterday. at the Brooklyn Chess Club. 
The drawings were made on Sunday, at 
which time only thirteen contestants had 
entered the event, but yesterday Black, 
the former Cornell University expert, 
‘who is now the Brooklyn champion, 
asked to be permitted to enter the con- 
test. Capablanca, who had previously 
drawn a bye, consented to play. Black, 
so the tournament started with seven 
tables. 

Harold M. Phillips, President of the 
tournament, opéned the proceedings with 
aspeech. W. M. de Visser, the' referee, 
explained to the players the conditions 
under which the event would be run and 
the prizes to be distributed. 

One of the newcomers in chess circles, 
who is making his début in tournament 
play, is Newell W. Banks of Detroit, 
the. checker champion of the United 
States. Among the fourteen players 
there are six Americans, the veteran of 
the aggregation being A. B. Hodges, 
who is the dean of the tournament and 
was also a prominent American player 
in the international matches played at 
Cambridge Springs in 1894. A. W, Fox 
is another veteran who took part in the 


Cambridge Springs event. 

Chajes and Kostic, who are oppon- 
ents, are reserve officers of the Aus- 
trian Army, and have for months been 
awaiting an oppotunity to get to the 
front. Another case where countrymen 
have been drawn against each other is 
that of Janowski and Tenenwurzel, who 
are Russians. One of the spectators 
at the games was Leon Beker, Secretary 
to the Russian Commission which re- 
cently arrived in this country to buy 
munitions of war. 

Not in the history of American chess 
tournaments since a time limit was es- 
tablished have a set of important games 
been so stubbornly contested ag in the 
case of the seven played in the open- 
ing round.

He lost a pawn on the 
sixteenth move, and one of his rooks on 
the twenty-first. 

The game between Bernstein and 
Hodges also was near completion. 
Bernstein had established a passed 
pawn on the queen’s bishop file, and 
on the thirty-seventh move won @ pawn 
by a pretty play. After 46 moves 
Bernstein sealed his move, but Hodges 
resigned the game without resuming 
play in the evening. Only one more 
game was decided just before the close 
of the evening session, between Banks 
and Perkins of the Brooklyn Chess 
Club, which resulted in a draw. 

The centre of interest was the game 
between Capablanca and Black. The 
Cuban adopted his favorite Ruy Lopez, 
making a king’s side advance with his 
pawns, supported by his two knights.

New York A. C. Gets 220-Yard and 
People’s Palace 500-Yard Events. 


The 220-yard metropolitan swimming. , 
championship was awarded to the New 
York Athletic,Club yesterday at a meet- 
ing of the local A. A. U. Swimming Com- 
mittee, of which Otto Wahle is Chair- 
Man, and will be contested in the Mer- 
cury Foot Natatorium on Feb. 21.

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OMISSIONS FROM TAX REPORTS. 

There are two conspicuous omissions 
from the feports of. both the Mayor’s 
commission and -the Mills Legislative 
Committee. Neither: of them em- 
phasizes the virtues of economy and 
efficiency in the expenditure of tax 
money. as the alternative to increas- 
ing taxes. Both take the increpsed 
expenditure as inevitable. The Legis- 
lature .is reported to be considering 
forthwith the reduction of expenses 
as its reply to the Governor's budget 
proposal, and may easily also make 
it the alternative to new taxes.

which Dr. E. M. Fiscuer of Chicago has 
made to the Health Commissioner of that 
city. To prove his contention that the 
Health Commissioner is ignorant of that 
branch of his duties which deals with 
bacteriology, Dr. Fischer proposes that 
he and his opponent shall each prepare 
five cultures of bacteria, three of them 
harmless and two of them disease-breed- 
ing, that each shall be required to ana- 
lyze the other's cultures, and that each 
shall demonstrate his faith in the sound- 
ness of his own analysis by inoculating 
himself with the germs which he finds to 
be harmless. In other words, a ‘‘ duel 
with germs.”’ 

Shades of Dumas and the Three Mus- 
keteer's! “Romantic persons need no 
longer lament the abolition of the Code 
Duello. A: gentleman who has received 
an affront need not any more appeal to 
the stolid and oftentimes unsympathetic 
minion of the law, he may vindicate his 
-honor by a challenge to the ‘‘germ duel.” 
Courtesy will require, of course, as in 
the old days, that the challenger shall 
permit his adversary to choose the par- 
ticular kind of bacterial Wenpons to be 
employed. 

The mind readily pictures the thrilling 
encounter. The scene of battle is a lab- 
oratory. At either end stand the oppo- 
nents with test tubes in hand. Their 
seconds confer for a few minutes, mark 
off the proper number of. paces, and 
place the contestants in their respective 
positions, ‘‘ One, two, three! ’. The two 
men approach each other and in the cen- 
tre of the rcom exchange test tubes, For 
a moment their faces blanch as they re- 
ceive.from é@ach other the mysteriously 
potential containers in which lurk dis- 
ease and perhaps death. Then the mi- 
croscope, and finally the inoculations, all 
in. the presence of the seconds. For the 
next twenty-four hours relatives, friends, 
newspaper reporters wait breathlessly for 
the development of unfavorable symp- 
toms, and when the climax.comes the in- 
terest is tremendous. 

Of course, those persons who are igno- 
rant of bacteriology will not be precluded 
from employing this form of duel. » They 
may hire a médical *‘ champion,” as in 
the dueling days, to wage battle .for 
them. And thus, incidentally, the art 
and selence of bacteriology will in no 
long time be enormously ‘extended.

The comparisons 
drawn by the National 
Medel License League 
as to drunkenness at 
the San Francisco Fair 
and in Portland, Me., will hardly bear 
analysis—as so often happens when argu- 
ment. is based upon figures alone, with- 
out the accompanying considerations to 
which ‘they are entitled. Nearly 19,000,- 
000 visitors attended the Panama-Pacific 
Exposition. whose daily transient popu- 
lation was about 60,000. .Although drinks 
of all kinds were easily obtainable, only 
83 persons were ejected or arrested for 
drunkenness during the ten months of the 
fair. The regident population of-‘Port- 
land, in the oldest» Prohibition .State, is 
also about 60,000, and the atfrests for 
drunkenness and disorderly conduct aver- 
age during ten months over 3,000. There 
you are, and figures don’t lie, and the 
Model License League expects you to 
draw what it evidently considers the un- 
avoidable conclusion! 

Butit is necessary to consider that the 
people who visited the fair did so with a 
definite object in view, with which drink- 
ing would have interfered. Purpose, in- 
terest, occupation, present pleasure, all 
acted as the strongest sort of inhibition, 
even if they had.wanted to drink, which 
the majority of them probably did not. 
Under the circumstances it 1s surprising 
that as many as eighty-three succumbed 
to the lure of the highball and the cock- 
tail, and the advocates of prohibition 
might just as well point to those figures 
as proof of the wisdom of keeping fire- 
water away from those who can’t touch 
it without getting scorched. 

As Yor the other end of the comparison, 
if the tales of travelers are true, drinks 
of all kinds are almost as easily obtain- 
able in Portland as they were at the ex- 
position,.and many people go there, fot 
the express purpose of drinking them. 
Some of them éyen consider such pilgrim- 
ages a sort of duty. It is hardly fair to 
cite Maine as a Prohibition State or to 
draw comparisons ,with its liquor drink- 
ing, since its prohibition law is, for curi- 
ous local reasons, so nearly a dead let- 
ter. When such comparisons are to be 
made, fairness in argument demands 
that they should be with communities 
in which at least a conscientious effort is 
made to enforce the law, as, for instance 
in Kansas,..where it is. both successful 
and satisfactory:

The Yosemite National Park was originally 
a State park, and was presented by. Califor- 
nia to the nation, with the object of insuring 
its conservation. The plan for the construc- 
tion of a lake on the swampy floof of Hetch 
Hetchy was formally approved by the Legis- 
lature of Californta. 

Very few visitors ever inspected the dis- 
trict, because the region was practically th- 
accessible for ordinary travel, and the valley 
floor was swampy the greater part of the 
year. The highest number of visitors in any 
one year was jess .thair 200, and the major- 
ity of these were -intent.on studying - the 
engineering aspect of the region. It id thé 
judgment of many competent pérsons that 
the scenery of the Hetch Hetchy will be 
improved. by the cempletion of the lake. 

The public -was misled into the belief that 
Yosemite -would be marred by the Hetch

Minority Bondholders Appeal to 
Representative Green of lowa 
for an Official Investigation.. 


SUSPECT MOORE SYNDICATE 


And Assert That Efforts Are Being) 
Made to Lead Small Secur- 
ity Holders to Drop-Out.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—The tangled 
financial affairs of the Chicago, Reck 
Island & Pacific Railway Company 
may again be brought to the attention 
of. Congress by Representative William 
R. Green of Iowa, who said tonight 
that some minority bondholders wanted 
a Congressional investigation, and. had 
conferred with him regarding an alleged 
plan of the Reid-Moore. syndicate to 
foreclose and regain control of the prop- 
erty. That the syndicate is behind a 
plan to have the minority bondholders 
dispose of their holdings is q state- 
ment which Mr. Green said had come 
to him from New York. 
Representative Green, who attacked 
Rock Island before the House Commit- 
tee on Inter-State Commerce:in the last 
Congress, has not yet dteermined 
hether he will introduce a resolution 
for-ah investigation. He is waiting, he 
said, to see the form taken by . the 
Senate resolution for a general inquiry 
into the transportation question. ( 
“If this resolution is so geheral\that 
it will not take in such specific cases 
as that presented by the ‘looting’ of 
the Rock Island, to which I called at- 
tention in the House last session, I 
may introduce a sepafate resolution,”’ 


sald Mr. Green. 

“The only thing I am at liberty to 
say now is that I have been approached 
by persons who said they represented 
fifty or seventy-five minority stock- 
ok: Bik and bondholders of the Rock 
Island. It is stated that there is a 
movement afoot on the part of the Reid- 
Moore interests to get the tangled af- 
fa‘-s of the railway in such shape that 
the syndicate may foreclose upon the 
property and regain control of it. It is 
alleged by certain New York minority 
holders in the property that an effort 
is being made to scare the smaller stock 
or bond owners, and persuade them to 
turn their holdings over to a brokerage 
concern. It is further asserted that if 
there is a stampede of these minority 
holders, the bonds will fall into the 
hands of the Reid-Moore syndicate, who 
will then have a sufficient interest to 
demand foreclosure proceedings. I am 
investigating these statements, and have 
been requested to present a memorial 
to Congress. asking for an es ange 

“ My New York informant says that a 
petition will be prepared asking that 
Congress look into an alleged ‘‘ con- 
spiracy ’’ to grab the road. It is as- 
serted that erroneous reports are being 
circulated as to the condition of the 
road and the amount of money needed 
to put it into successful operation. That 
many millions of dollars must be spent 
is one of the statements now circulated, 
in order, according to my information, 
to frighten the ores holders and en- 
courage them to sacrifice their holdings. 

“The investigation sought is not an 
inquiry into the receiver’s management 
of the road, but the management prior 
to the receivership, and particularly the 
purchasing department and the loading 
down with debt of this valuable prop- 
erty. The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion conducted a partial inquiry, but the 
full story of the bate range A the Rock 
Island has not yet been told. I am to 
have further conferences with réepresen- 
tatives of the minority bondholders, and 
will then determine what should be done 
in the way Of asking that light be turned 
on the series of financial transactions 
which have put this company into its 
present plight.’’ 

When he appeared before the House 
Committee on Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce in March Representative 
Green alleged that the Rock Island sys- 
tem had been. the victim of “high 
finance,”’ and that its financial troubles 
were the result of the management of the 
Reid-Moore syndicate. Prior to the con- 
trol of the System by this syndicate, Mr. 
Green said, the Rock Island had been 
ab rous, but subsequently the bonded 
ndebtedness was increased by $187,000.- 
000, and the ho!ding companies “ sucked 
the life biood out of the ck Island for 
many years.”’

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—Efforts by 
Daniel C. Roper, First Assistant Post- 
master General, to obtain legislation 
which would geprive surety companies 
of the bonding of postal employes, 
brought vehment protests from repre- 
sentatives of several companies at a 
public hearing today before the House 
Post Office Committee. g 

Spokesmen for the American Surety 
Company, which was declared by Mr. 
Roper, in a report to the committee, - to 
control a great part of the screen wagon 
bending business, defended their busi- 
ness practices, and denied that the 
surety business was controlled by a 
‘‘ring.’’ They admitted that the rates 
were set for all companies by the 
Towner Rating Bureau of New York, 
but contended the plan was necessary 
to save the companies from bankruptcy, 


and was approved by all State insurance 
inspectors. 

In defense of the American 
Company's policy of refusing to bond 
certain bidders for screen wagon work 
whose figures were considered too low, 
H. V. Finley, the company’s Washing- 
ton agent, insisted that this course saved 
the overnment money by preventing 
the making of contracts which would 
not be carried out. : 

Questioned about his service as coun- 
sel for J. J. Cassidy, a former holder 
of many contracts, who, with two other 
members of his firm, is serving a prison 
term for violation of the postal laws, 
Mr. Finley said he did not become Cas- 
sidy’s counsel until after the latter had 
obtained the Government contracts. 

The hearing will be continued to- 
morrow.

FREIGHT TIEUP BOOSTSCOAL 


Price for Bituminous $1.50 Higher 
Than Last Summer. 


The general congestion of ‘traffic on 
railroads, which has delayed shipments 
of coal, and a labor shortage at the 
mines sere caused the price of soft or 
bituminous coal to jump from wholesale 
prices. between, $2.50 and $3 a-ton jast 
Summer to $4 and $4.50 at present. Soft 
coal is likely to stay at itp peeames high 
prices, or even to go s higher, if 
snowstorms make transportation more 
aifficuit, : 

The rise in price has affected anthra- 
cite: coal only to a slight extent, Its con- 
Sumption is ‘comparatively limited, and it 
alrives at this city after an average haul 
of 150 miles, white bituminous coal cov- 
ers an average distance of between 250 
and 300 miles in coming to New York 
City by rail. ab 

Embargoes and limitations put on the 
shipment of coal by various railroads 
have most heavily affected Southern 
New. England, where prices have been 
high, and in some instances factories 
have been compelled to shut down for a 
short time for lack of coal. 

Frank lL. Burns of Burns Brothers, 
tr gage Pee d x Oe oe 50 Church 
street, said yésterday go rice 
of soft coal was due aknost en oly to 
the traffic congestion, and that, while 
there was a shortage of labor, there was 
still enough labor to produce all the coal 
= the railroads could accept at pres- 
ent, 

Another reason that was given for the 
high price of soft coal was that factories 
have bought small supplies of coal durin 
the last year and a half, on account-o 
poor business conditions, and that in- 
creasing factory orders during the last 
few months resulted in heavy demands 
for coal at the time when the traffic 
congestion was making itself felt. 

‘*The soft coal et stays strong, 
showing littl change from a week ago, 
says @ current Coal Trade Journal, 
“*though so much congestion has oc- 
curred on the railroads in the East that 
avery heavy stock of coal is now tied up 
at junction points, and railroad embar- 
goes are threatened where they do not 
already exist. The demand is about as 
heavy from the East as it has been for a 
long time, and shippers receive numerous 
reports from industrial plants which have 
been ferced to close down for lack of 
coal,.- If the seller can make delivery 
promptly, hé can get plenty of business 
and name a high figure, ‘but the trouble 
{3s to get the coal through to destination.”’

International Nickel. 


International Nickel stock reached a 
new high point last Saturday et 219, but 
that figure remained high only until the 
opening of the Exchange, yesterday 
morning.

Some‘ 
will not be in position to fill additional 
orders for another year. In that time 
many things may happen; they are hap- 
pening how, for that matter. The prices 
for raw aterial. have advanced sd 
rapidly t the basis for figuring con- 
tracts for shells is subject to change 
from week to week. Steel bars used in 
making shrapnel have sold recently as 
high as 4 cents a pound, against 1% 
cents @ year ago. It is understood that 
certain: manufacturers of shejls, cov- 
ered a great part of their 1915 require~ 
ments at the lower figure, but so ad- 
vantageous a quotation “could not be 
‘hoped for now. 

Considerable speculation is heard in 
financial quartera as to: whether aggre- 
gate profit og war business will prove 
as tisfactory as was. believed last 
8 er, This will depend largely on 
the foresight of shell makers in order- 
ing their raw material ahead. If only 
& part of the steel requirements , were 
it is obvious that the 
profit on a part of the shell and arms 
contracts will not correspond with esti- 
mates made six months ago.

is alarming English cottan merchants. 
One prominent English firm writes: 


The market is cornering itself for want of 
supplies. There seems at present no pros- 
pect of relief.. Freight rates from Gulf 
ports, which in norma! times are about 30 
or 40 cents per hundred pounds, are now 
quoted at 225 cents per hundred pounds. 

Even if the rates were to come down, it 
would hardly mend matters, for steamers 
are not availiable and are not likely to‘ be, 
so long as so much tohnage is required for 
Government transport purposes. 

The above ietter was written on Jan. 
4 and since that time freight rates from 
Gulf ports have risen to $3, and in some 
cases even $3.50 per hundred pounds is 
asked. 

Southern spot markets as ‘officially 
reported were unchanged. The local 
market for spot cotton was quiet, un- 
changed; for middling, 12.50. Futures 
closed steady.
